Week’s Production Jumps 20,000 as Chevrolet Resumes, Other 
Plants Increase; September Car Registration Estimate Lifted; 
Truck Sales Seen at 53,000; Used Car Situation Improved 


Production this week is estimated by 


Output Gains ADN to total 59,280 units, up about 
20,000 Units 20,000 from the revised estimate of 
During Week 39,540 units for the week ended Oct. 17. 


The chief cause of the gain was the 
entry of Chevrolet into the list of active producers. Ford 
is understood to be still shut down although that com- 
pany may resume operations shortly. Plymouth is back 
among the capacity producers after having eased off a 
little last week. Dodge is remaining steady at about 
4,000 units a week. Oldsmobile is starting its line this 
week and until things are in full swing will probably run 
at about 1,200 units a week. Pontiac has upped produc- 
tion to about 3,500 units. Buick is remaining steady at 
a clip of 3,500. Hudson-Terraplane is running along with 
about 2,500 jobs a week. Studebaker is expected to run 
off 2,720 jobs this week. Packard is still far behind orders 
although the plant is running at capacity and turning 
out an estimated 3,200 jobs a week. The Chrysler pro- 
duction line will probably be stepped up slightly this 
week and close the five-day period at about 1,000 units. 
Nash-LaFayette has also stepped up a few hundred units 
and this week is expected to turn out about 1,500 jobs. 
De Soto’s new plant is running pretty heavy at 1,000 a 
week. Willys has not yet started on its 1937 model pro- 
duction but is expected to begin soon. Cadillac adds an- 
other 300 jobs to the week’s total and Graham has boosted 
its schedule and will probably run 700 cars off the line 
of its remodeled plant. Reo will hold steady at about 200 
units. Miscellaneous companies, including truck manu- 
facturers and those who are not yet in full swing, will 
account for an estimated 4,500 units during the week. 
At the present rate, with many plants boosting produc- 
tion in an effort to keep up with orders, it may develop 
that October production will run well above the estimated 
200,000 estimated by ADN last week. Much of this will 
depend upon the heavier producers. If Chevrolet runs 
heavy it will add a great deal to the month’s total and 
the entry of Ford into the active list will give October 
output a healthy boost.

On 
the basis of figures now at hand it seems safe to estimate 
a September total of somewhere between 205,000 and 
210,000 units.

On this basis 
September commercial car registrations would fall some- 
where around 53,000 when all states report. ADN last 
week estimated 53,000 units, based on returns from 16 
states and this figure still holds. September, 1936, would 
thus be well and away the highest September in history, 
exceeded in previous years only by 1929’s April and July 
totals of 56,299 and 57,943, respectively. However, April, 
May, June, July and August of this year were higher. The 
nearest September to this year was in 1929 also, with 46,- 
560 units.

Improved stance, used car sales during September de- 

clined some 422 units from the August level, 
with the figures respectively 2,288 against 2,710, but 
despite this fact used car inventories at the end of Sep- 
tember were down almost 100 units from the close of 
August, with the figures 2,493 at the end of September 
against 2,584 at the end of August, a decline of 3.9 per 
cent. Prices were a little firmer during September than 
during August with the average car selling for $224 in 
September against $211 in August. In addition, the aver- 
age value of used cars in inventory had declined from 
$264 at the end of August to $263 at the end of September. 
While it is true that stocks at the close of September, this 
year, were 29 per cent above the same period last year, 
sales during September, this year, ran 36 per cent ahead 
of the same month in 1935. If this condition continues 
during the current month the situation should be excep- 
tionally healthy by the time new car sales, with resultant 
increased trading, gets under way late this month and 
early in November. 

Reports from Dallas show improvement in the general 
situation in relation to used cars during September. Used 
ear stocks during the month were cut from 948 units at 
the end of August to 911 units at the end of September. 
Sales during the month dropped off only 33 units from 
1,334 in August to 1,301 in September. That clean-up 
pressure was being used is indicated by the fact that 
prices for used cars in September were down to an aver- 
age of $278 from the average of $298 during August. 
Six of the 18 dealers covered in the report, however, 
showed better prices received during September than 
they reported for August. Turnover during the month 
was 134 per cent of inventory with stocks reported at 
948 and sales totaling 1,301. Fourteen of the 18 dealers 
reported unit turnover of better than 100 per cent. An 
interesting fact also is shown in the report that only five 
dealers were carrying a used car inventory valued at 
more than $20,000 at the end of September and that only 
one firm out of 18 fell below 100 per cent in turnover 
during the month. Therefore these firms, with the ex- 
ception of one, should be able to balance their sales and 
stocks during the current month and the situation should 
be well in hand when new models are placed on the 
streets late this month and early in November. The re- 
port warns dealers, however, when the new models are 
available and greater pressure is put on the get them 
on the streets, used cars may be neglected to some extent 
and inventories will rise. The downward trend in selling 
prices shown in August and September should result also 
in lower allowances if profits are to be realized. During 
September, however, the average value of cars in in- 
ventory rose to $327 per unit against $320 at the end of 
August, which seems to be a move in the wrong direction.
